4. Terms of Reference for NSCIC WG . I proposed to Mr. Marshall that 
this matter become an agenda item for NSCIC. He did not agree. In the 
course of our conversation, however, we both agreed that a Deputy Chairman 
for NSCIC should be appointed but that it might be better, in order to 
preserve the user flavor, to make the Deputy Chairman either the DOD 
member or the State member. Further, we agreed that it might.be a good 
idea to make the Chairman of the Working Group Mr. Marshall vice myself. 
The reason for it is the awkwardness of that Working Group being chaired 
by an intelligence type when it is supposed to be getting user guidance 
to intelligence. I shall prepare a memo for DCI/IC on this. 


5. Critiques of Product . I believe that I convinced Andy (in the 
context of the Yugoslav study problem) that critiques of the Intelligence 
Community products are unlikely to be satisfactorily prepared by the pro- 
ducing agencies and that such critiques will probably have to be done 
either by his staff or mine.
